END OF MACHINIST STRIKE

All Existing nll;nnern Are Adjusted
und Work Will He lmmedintely
Reaumed,

The machinists’ strike, which hegan two
weels ago, came to an end today and the
result I8 snid to be a victory for the
unlon. Every demand of the strikers was
aceeded to by the Employers” assoclation
siave one, and this went through In a
modified form, By tomorrow every ma-
chione shop In the city will be running with
Its usual quota of men.

The clause in the articles of agreement
which was amended was that pertalping
to the employment of union men. Accord-
ing to the original demand of the Inter.
national Assoclation of Machlnists none but
unlon men were to be employed, but for the
sake of compromise with the Employers' as.
soclation this has been changed =0 that
it now requires the employers to merely
give preference to union men.

The various (tems of the agrecment as
they now stand are as follows:

A mintmum seale of 12 cents per hour,

A nlne<hour day, with one and one-halt
pay for overtime, Sundays and holidays,

Employes Iald off on account of slack
work are to be glven first opportunity of re-
Instatement.

In case of differences arlsing between em-
plover and employe the former is 10 recog-
nige a committee of the Intter with a view
to compromising the dimculty.

Employers reserve the right to discharge
any man who, in thelr opinlon, I= not earn-
Ing the scale.

R‘n handy man or helper §s to be advanced
to perform the work of a machinist,

One apprentliee Is to be allowed for each
shop, and an additfonul one for each flve
muchinists,

These articles were signed today by a
committes representing the unlon, com-
prising G. F. Smith, C. J. Corkhill and J.
W, Davis, and by J. B, Cowgill and R. San-
derson, president and secretary respectively
af the Employers’ assoclation. They wera
ourrled over the protest of the L. C. Sharp
Machine works and the Sprague Iron works,
but these concerns will be required to con-
form to them under penalty of dismissal
from the Employers’ assoclation,

This agreem«nt affecta thirty-five machin-
ists who walked out April 15.

of oats I8 not so large as lust year, but)
there is a consequent increase (o the acre-
age of corn. In the extreme mouthern part
of the state corn Is bolng planted wad owts
are turning the fNelds green. Much addl-
tlionul ground hes been broken and planted
in corn this year, so that, allowing for the
increase In the acreage of winter wheat the
ncreage of corn will be greater this season
than it bas been for any previous year.
